In order that the "Sunkist" brands 


of oranges marketed by the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange shall be com- 
pletely protected from the danger of 
including frosted fruit this year, the 
head office in Los Angeles has taken 
one of the most important steps of 
the season, in appointing two inspec- 
tors to cover the Exchange packing 
houses, and watch for signs of frozen 
fruit in the process of being packed. 
One of these inspectors is A. R. Evans 
of Covina, a director in the local Ex- 
Exahange, and a well known and 
prominent orange grower of the val- 
ley. 


Mr. Evans is selected out of a field 


embracing the whole of Southern Cali- 
fornia, as he is known to be a thor- 
oughly impartial man, having also a 
fine knowledge of the citrus industry. 
That he will be able to determine if 
fruit is damaged by frost, and wheth- 
er some of it is being packed contrary 
to the strict orders of the Exchange, 
those who know him have no doubt. 


The position of inspector in this 


instance is a created position to fit a 
peculiar condition at this time. The 
office would be of no value whatever 
if the person employed to inspect 
should prove to be incompetent, easy- 
going, or prone to show favoritism. 
The California Fruit Exchange feels 
that the reputation of the big coopera- 
tive body rests upon the ability this 
year to keep damaged fruit out of the 
markets when bearing the Exchange

monthly meeting of the horticultural 
inspectors was held in the offices of 
Horticultural Commisioner A. R. Me- 
serve. Inspectors from every portion 
of the

where from twenty to fifty per cent 
damage.

local conditions, told the newspaper 
man this week that he had spent con 
siderable time in the south and south- 
west lands below Covina, and had 
found that the frost evidences were 
more apparent iu some portions of 
that territory.

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Annual Irrigation fleeting 


Shows Great Strides Made 


The remarkable stride in progress' 


which the Covina Irrigating Company 
has accomplished in one year, was ap- 
parent at the annual meeting, held on 
Tuesday of his week, and the differ- 
ence in the character of discussions 
between the meeting of this year and 
the annual meeting of last year, was 
very marked. 


During the /ear this cooperative 


Tx>dy of ranchers has installed at Or- 
aiige avenue a pumping plant, costing 
about $150,000, which pumps 250 Cal- 
ifornia miner's inches of water into 
the big storage reservoir. This great 
plant will In all probability be increas- 
ed during the coming year by the ad- 
dition of a second "unit," which was 
arranged for when the first unit was 
installed. Superintendent Elliott says 
that the company is only waiting until 
the present plant has been thoroughly 
tried out, in order to record its steady 
capacity, when the second unit will 
be put in operation. The second well 
will be dug near the present one on 
Orange avenue, and the same machin- 
ery will operate the battery of wells. 
The capacity will then be at least 500 
California miner's inches. 


While this matter of the Orange 


avenue pumping plant was not espec- 
ially discussed at the annual meeting, 
it occupied a portion of the reports. 
In Superintendent Elliott's report, he 
made mention of the fact that the part 
of the contract on pumping 'from the 
Baldwin Park reservoir to the San 
Bernardino reservoir, a contract car- 
ried out by the Baker Iron Works, the 
joints of the pipes had never satisfac- 
torily tightened, so that the company 
had been experiencing a great deal of 
leakage. ' This fault, the 
contractors 


are now working upon, and as the 
work is done under a guarantee, it will 
be made satisfactory before accepted. 


One of the improvements which will 


be done during the coming year, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Elliott, is 
the covering of about two miles of 
ditch. This lies north of Gladstone 


• avenue and extends to the north line 


of the J. H. Hommell ranch. This is a 
part of the old ditch that has been 
built for twenty-five years, and is now 
very inadequate. 
Considerable leak- 


age is now being experienced, as the 
ditch was originally cemented to the 
ground with not much precaution, and 
there is also quite a little evaporation 
from open ditches. The Covina Irri- 
gating Company has been gradually 
covering and rebuilding all the open 
ditches, making the water 
to 
run 


through cement pipes buried in the 
ground. This is also a much more san- 
itary method. 


The only change in the directorate 


was the substitution of J. G. Ambrose 
for W. E. Henry.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Covina, California, 


January 9, 1912. 


Covina Irrigating Company, 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my 


annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1911: 


Covina .and vicinity were fortunate 


the past year in having an abundance 
of water for the orchards. The river 
water was sufficient until late in the 
fall, and early rains shortened the 
pumping season. 


The large plant at Lordsburg was 


operated only 435 hours, pumping an 
average of 172 inches. The total cost 
of pumping during 1911 was $1288.44. 


Very little in the way of repairs to 


the system was needed during the 
year. The principal items of expense 
were the moving of old lines on Ba- 
dillo avenue made necessary by the 
paving of the street and by the ex- 
tension of the 
Pacific Electric.' 
A< 


part of the San Jose line which leaked 
badly was replaced by 1400 feet of 12- 
inch steel pipe. 


We rebuilt the main ditch from Ben 


Lomond avenue southeasterly to the 
Foothill boulevard, and from Alosta 
avenue southeast to north line of the 
J. H. Hommell ranch, a total of 3549 
feet. The cost was about $3.25 per 
foot, including boxes and all necessary 
connections with laterals. 


At the last, annual meeting of stock- 


holders it was voted to develop water 
at Irwindale. 
Accordingly, a 26-inch 


well was bored to a depth of 400 feet, 
at a cost of $3700. Heavy cement foun- 
dations for machinery buildings and 
condenser were built. A steam plant 
was installed by the H. N. Tracy 
Company at a contract price of $38,- 
452. This plant consists of three large 
boilers, a 
Nordberg-Corliss engine, 


and a deep well Byron-Jackson tur- 
bine pump for raising the water from 
well, capacity of forcing 600 inches 
from the Irwindale reservoir to reser- 
voir east of Covina; also all neces- 
sary condensers, oil pumps, etc., to 
make the plant up-to-date, and first 
class in all ways. 


Everything has been planned with 


he idea of economy in operating ex- 
penses. 


A 
galvanized 
iron building with 


teel frame was erected to cover the 
plant at a cost of about $6000.00. 


In order to get the fuel oil to the 


plant by gravity we built a switch on 
he S. P. line and laid 1300 feet of 4- 
nch steel pipe. A concrete oil reser- 
'oir with a capacity of 27,000' gallons 
vas built. 


To equalize the water between the 


,wo pumps, a reinforced concrete res- 
ervoir was constructed near the plant. 
The reservoir is 92x222 feet and 10 
'eet deep; holda 1,500,000 gallons, and 
:ost about $6,000.00. 


A 28-inch steel line, 21,300 feet, con- 


necting the plant with the company's 
reservoir east of Covina, was laid. 
The first 2000 feet is No. 8 steel, the 
next 10,000 feet No. 10, and the bal- 
ance, 9300 feet, No. 12. 


Up to the present time the pipe line 


ms not been satisfactory, but we are 
assured by the contractor and our 
;onsulting engineer, that no expense 
ivill be spared to make the work good. 


The well has pumped 360 inches. 


The pipe line and booster plant have 
a capacity of 600 inches. It is my opin- 
on that another 26-inch well and the 
second unit will increase the supply 
of water to at least 500 inches. This 
amount of water, in addition to the 
•iver water and the pumped water 
rom Lordsburg and San Dimas, means 
.hat the Covina Irrigating Company is 
assured of an abundant supply for a 
number of years to come.

THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD COW. 


Just as every other city has been in 


the past, we are faced by the problem 
of the back-yard cow. The "family 
cow" is one of the last things to cling 
when a country village turns over into 
an enterprising city, and although the 
last to go, the cow is eliminated for 
all time as soon as the citizens have 
breathed fresher atmosphere. 


The family cow survives from the 


time when there were no milk deliver- 
ies; when dairies were situated near 
large cities, and dairymen paid no at- 
tention to the little country towns. 
The keeping of one or two cows, with 
•which to supply the immediate neigh- 
bors with milk, was an unquestionable 
occupation; somebody had to supply 
the milk. People didn't worry much 
about the mUk being unsanitary, or as 
to whether it carried fever germs. 
They trusted to luck in the good old- 
fashioned way. 


But when facilities are such that 


we may receive our milk from sani- 


tary sources; milk that is better; milk 
at higher food value, and free from dis- 
ease germs, it is time for the back- 
yard cow to amble on to pastures new. 
It has happened at least once, that the 
incipient typhoid epidemic started in 
a family that was using milk from a 
neighborhood cow. It is not hard to 
understand it, when you see the con- 
ditions in which the neighborhood cow 
generally lives. 


While the "family cow" is a menace 


to health, and always will be as long 
as tolerated, this same cow is a nuis- 
ance to everyone who has to live near 
the corral. And in a thickly-settled 
community this number may be quite 
large. There are some cases in this 
city, where a cow corral is directly 


way in New York, Philadelphia, or 
some equally important city. One dis- 
patch, which contained only about fif- 
teen lines, gave the location in Boston, 
where a mother and child were found 
frozen to death in a doorway. Al- 
though the dispatch said nothing about 


it, it is a act that the woman and 
her child could not have been more 
than 100 feet from the entrance of one 
of the largest churches in the .city. 


Besides those who die from cold and 


hunger there are thousands who come 
very near to this point, but manage to 
struggle through, a little weaker, to 
face another storm. The police do all 
they can. They hunt out these door- 
ways and pitiable shelters, and often 
bring in several people to the warmth 
of the police station. But the kind of 
person who dies of cold in a doorway, 
will not voluntarily go to the police 
station. 


A big church is well heated, and 


there is plenty of opportunity for the 
housing of unfortunates during 
a 


storm. It would not be an act of char-

ity. The churches belong to the peo- 
ple. 'A request from a homeless per- 
son for shelter within a church should 
be looked upon as a command.

The poor we 
have always with us, but it seems an 
extremely difficult thing to remember 
this fact.

A soul is an invisible, intangible 


thing, it is said. It is not an organ that 
may be located by a class in physiol- 
ogy, nor probed for by the student in 
surgery. But it is heard sometimes. 
Souls that carry the message of music 
are heard and are as tangible to the 
temperamental musician as the beat- 
ing of the heart. Kubelik, the Russian 
violinist, has made everything in per- 
fect accord between his soul and his 
violin, and as the years continue to 
ripen 
his wonderful art, the violin 


catches more and more of the soul- 
vibrations, until the listener, be he 
musician or mere concert-goer, 
is 


strangely stirred. 


Kubelik played his several times 


deferred concert in Temple auditor- 
ium on Monday night, and a group of 
music-lovers from Covina were there 
to hear him, and to share in the 
crowding of that vast building until 
the last seat was filled. With him was 
Ludwig Schwab, the pianist. Kubelik's 
numbers are known for the most part 
to the ambitious violinists of this day. 
Tschalkowsky's concerto in D major 
is amasterpiece of technicality, before 
which there is no person to be com- 
pared with Kubelik in rendition. This 
Russian boy's technique, acquired in 
what even the musical world has look- 
ed upon as unusual, finds nothing im- 
possible in the great and labyrinthine 
scores of the virtuosos.

dulasa by Sarasate was much appre- 
ciated, and of course, the numbers, 
"Humoreske," by Dvorak, and Pagan- 
nini's "Campennella" were given es- 
pecial recognition.

an overflowing audience. The Philhar- 
monic course is more than ever a suc- 
cess this year, and Mr. Behymer is 
experiencing a gratifying success with 
his artists.

What the Citrus Protective 


League Has Accomplished 


The work of t.he Citrus Protective 


League in 1911 has been concerned 
with questions relating to its govern- 
mental relations, such as customs tar- 
iffs, with freight refrigeration rates, 
and with matters affecting the general 
upbuilding of the industry. 
THE CITRUS TARIFF QUESTION. 


At the beginning of the year, an in- 


vestigation of the cost of producing 
citrus fruits in California was author- 
ised by the executive committee of 
the league, and, later, a similar in- 
vestigation was authorized to cover 
the industry in Italy and Spain. 


LEMON INDUSTRY IN ITALY. 


. The lemon industry in Sicily and the 
orange industry in Spain were inves- 
tigated in the spring of 1911. Data 
have been accumulated from growers, 
speculators, business men, and from 
official sources showing the variation 
in the cultural costs, and in the cost 
of handling fruit in the groves and 
packing houses. They also cover offi- 
cial data relating to the international 
movement of lemons, the customs tar- 
iffs in different countries, the history 
of the American tariff on citrus fruits, 
and cultural practices in the industry, 
the business methods in Italy and 
'America, the freight rates to the prin- 
cipal markets of the world, and other 
data that throw light on the general 
lemon question. A report on the en- 
tire foreign lemon industry has been 
prepared. 
CITRUS INDUSTRY IN CALIFORNIA 


An investigation has been made of 


the cost of producing citrus fruits in 
California. The details cover repres- 
entative groves of all kinds and sizes 
in every citrus producing section in 
Californit. The accounts cover several 
hundred representative citrus growers 
and shippers and show in detail the 
investment in the groves and in per- 
manent equipment and improvements, 
the cost otthe cultural operations and 
of handling the fruit, the yields, and 
the distributing costs of lemons and 
oranges separately. These data are 
more extensive that have ever been 
brought together in connection with 
the American agricultural industry. 
They make it possible to compare the 
foreign industries with those in Cali- 
fornia and furnish the information 
necessary to determine the tariff du- 
ties 'needed to safeguard our Ameri- 
can citrus interests. 
STATUS OF TARIFF QUESTION. 
At the special session of congress in 


1911, a number of attempts were made 
to remove the duty on oranges, grape 
fruit, lemons, and other citrus fruits, 
the proposed legislation being directed 
particularly against the lemon. A free 
lemon item was attached to the free 
list bill in the house and was. passed 
for political effect. 
If enacted into 


law the free lemon tariff item would 
have sacrificed an American industry, 
and would have violated every prin 
ciple that 'inderlies the fixing of tariff 
duties, either from the revenue or the 
protective point of view. The present 
tariff on lemons protects the 'Ameri- 
can industry, it is an increasing re- 
venue producer, and it has not in- 
creased the price which the consumer 
pays. 


The citrus item is likely to appear 


again at the present session of con- 
gress. The demand for a reduction in 
the duty of lemons is created artifi- 
cially by a well-organized New York 
lobby that is maintained by the ex 
porters of lemons in Sicily and the im 
porters of lemons in New York, 60 pel 
cent of the total imports being con 
trolled by twelve New York firms. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


.About two years ago the Citrus Pro 


tective League made an investigation 
of the method of determining decay in 
imported lemons. Under the law, de 
cayed' fruit is considered as a non 
importation, and is not subject to 
duty. The amount of decay is deter 
mined by the treasury department 
and allowance for the decayed frui 
is made in the liquidation of the du 
ties. The league became convinced 
that the importers were receiving re 
funds in excess of the actual amoun; 
of decay, and that the full amount o 
duty was not being paid; or, to state 
it differently, that a large amount o 
sound fruit was entering the country 
duty free. The matter was placed be 
fore the secretary of the treasury, who 
caused an investigation to be made 
As a result it was found that import 
ers had been paid in refunds abou 
10 per cent of the. total duty collected 
by the government during the firs 
ten months of 1909 and 1910. The re 
funds rose to nearly 20 per cent of th 
total duty collected in some months 
' The treasury 
department issued a 


new regulation June 17, 1911, whicl 
provides that "the government wil 
adopt as its samples to be weighed 
for 
the 
purpose of estimating the 


amount of rot in a given cargo, tin 
same samples that the sellers exposi 
as sampler of the cargo for the purpos 
of sale, irrespective of the number o 
character of the samples, which -sal 
samples must be selected in the pres 
ence of a customs officer, and exam 
ined immediately thereafter." 


THE LEMON RATE CASE. 


Through the attorney for the league 


Mr. A. F. Call, the growers and shii. 
pers in the lemon rate case appeare< 
before 
Judge 
Mack of the Unite* 


States commerce court in Los Ange 
les in March, 1911, and before the ful 
court in Washington in April, in coi 
nection with the injunction issued b 
the circuit court of the United State 
for the district of Kansas, which, o 
appeal by the railroads, restrained th 
interstate commerce commission fron 
making the $1.00 rate effective. Th 
circuit court referred the case to th 
commerce court for^a hearing on th 
legal questions involved. The Unite 
States commerce court, Oct. 5, 1911 
issued a permanent injunction restrain 
ing the enforcement of the order o 
the commission, which had the effec 
of restoring the $1.15 rate, and re 
lerred the case back to the commu 
sion, with9ut prejudice to a reopenin 
and reconsideration of the origini 
proceedings. The commission reopef 
ed and reheard the case on supple 
mental proceedings, Nov. 15, 1911. Th 
league was represented 
before* th 


commission by Mr. Call. The inte 


state commerce commission, Dec. 1, 
1911, declared the rate of $1.15 to be 
unreasonable and unjust and ordered 
the railroads to establish, on or before 
Feb. 15, 1912, a rate not to exceed 
$1:00 
per hundred pounds. The com- 


mission permitted the railroads to re- 
quire the shippers to load collapsible 
bunker cars, when presented with the 
bunkers thrown up, to full capacity, 
not exceeding two tiers in height, mak- 
ing a load of 34,000 pounds. 


The efforts of the league will save 


the lemon industry $200,000 when the 
$1.00 per hundred rate is finally estab- 
lished. 


THE LEMON BOND. 


In connection with the bond given 


by the shippers when the injunction 
was granted by the circuit court for 
the southern district of California in 
1909, 
restraining the railroads from 


collecting the $1.15 rate until the rea- 
sonableness of the advance could be 
passed on by the commission, the ship- 
pers have paid through the league to 
the credit of a surety company ap- 
proximately $365,000, the amount rep- 
resenting 15 cents per hundred pounds 
on the weight charged by the trans- 
ontinental railroads on each car of 
emons shipped into the 'territory em- 
raced in the advance. This money 
s to be held until it is finally adjudg- 
d whether the restrained rate ($1.15 
er cwt.) is legally established and is 
egally onforcable, when it will be paid 
o the railroads or to the shippers, 
epeuding on the outcome of the case. 
The United States circuit court of 
ppeals for the ninth circuit, on ap- 
eal from the railroads, reversed the 
ecree of the circuit court for the 
outhern district of California and dis- 
missed the suit on the ground that the 
atter court acted beyond its authority 
n granting the original injunction, 
he final decree dismissing the bill 


was issued by the circuit court of the 
United States for Southern California 
November 21, 1911. Since November 
1, 1911, the railroads have collected 
1.15 per hundred on all lemons ship- 
Jed into the territory in controversy, 
^his practice will continue until the 
rder of the commission becomes ef- 
ective. 


PRECOOLING RATE CASE. 


As a result of an action brought by 


he league, the interstate commerce 
commission, January 14, 1911, ordered 
he transcontinental railroads to de- 
ist on charging $30.00 per car for 
jrecooling oranges transported in car- 
oads 
from 
Southern California to 


points designated in T.F.B. eastbound 
.ariffs No. 3-1 and No. 7-6, and further 
ordered the railroads to maintain a 
charge not to exceed $7.50 per car, 
when the fruit was precooled and pre- 
ced by the shipper and not reiced in 
ransit. After the decision of the com- 
mission, the railroads cancelled the 
rule authorizing the preceding and 
jreicing privileges by withdrawing 
heir tariffs 
which provided these 


rights. 'At the request of tlfe league 
hese rights have been twice suspend- 
ed by the commission, the last exten- 
sion of the Santa Fe expiring February 
24, 1912, and of the Southern Pacific 
ind the Salt Lake railroads April 28, 
1912. 


DECAY IN ORANGES. 


During the early part of the ship- 


ling season in 1911 there apcared to 
36 an unusual amount of decay in or- 
anges in transit. The conditions ap- 
peared to be due to the rush in hand- 
ling the large crop and to other 
causes which made the fruit more or 
less susceptible to decay. The con- 
tinuance of the decay would have 
caused a heavy financial loss to the in- 
dustry. The United States department 
of agriculture,'-through previous inves- 
tigations had adready determined that 
the losses from decay were primarily 
due to the improper handling of the 
fruit. The league secured the prompt 
cooperation of the department, which 
made a careful survey of the methods 
of handling the fruit, and conducted 
extensive » investigations 
as to the 


keeping quality of fruit handled in 
different ways in the spring of 1911. 
The industry responded generally to 
the work of the department, which 
had the immediate effect of improving 
the methods of handling the fruit in 
the groves and packing houses. A 
large amount of loss was thereby a- 
voided. 
The 
department concluded 


that while the fruit appeared more sus- 
ceptible to rot on account of climatic 
conditions, its investigations in the 
past were fully confirmed by the re- 
sults, which again showed that the 
decay could be practically eliminated 
by handling the fruit with enough care 
to avoid mechanical injury. 


CITRUS BY-PRODUCTS. 


The league has been successful dur- 


ing the year in securing the coopera- 
tion of the bureau of chemistry of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture in establishing a laboratory for 
the experimental study of citrus by- 
products. This laboratory will be lo- 
cated in Los Angeles. 
Several at- 


tempts have been made to establish a 
citrus by-product business in Califor- 
nia, but most of the efforts have had 
i\o e,ffect on the industry as a whole. 
In Italy; 40 per cent of the lemon crop 
is converted into oil, citrate of lime, 
and other by-products. There are sev- 
eral by-products made from the orange 
in foreign countries, and to a limited 
extent food products and confections 
are made in California. The work in 
Europe is done by cheap hand labor. 
In California methods will have to be 
worked out by which we can accom- 
plish economically by machinery the 
results now obtained in Italy by hand. 
The league will cooperate with the de- 
partment in every way to make this 
invention useful to the industry. 


FRUIT COLORING QUESTION'. 
In August, 1911, the board of food 


sweetness and acidity before the color 
changes 
from 
green to yellow. In 


Florida, early in the season, this de- 
cision was made the basis of a violent 
controversy between different trade 
interests. 


In order to protect the California 


industry from the consequences of 
such an agitation the league placed 
before the officers of the food board, 
at the beginning of the season, the de- 
tails of the shipping practices in Cali- 
fornia. So far as we know no cars of 
California oranges were seized under 
the regulation. As a practical measure 
backed by California shippers the reg- 
ulation has accomplished what it in- 
tended to accomplish, namely, the pre- 
vention of the shipment of green, im- 
mature oranges that were not fit to 
eat. In that respect it has been a ben- 
efit to the California industry. In so 
far as maturity is concerned the early 
oranges from California have never 
been more acceptable to the trade 
than they were iu the fall and winter 
of-1911. 


SCOPE OF CITRUS LEAGUE. 
The influence of the league has been 


considerably strengthened during 1911 
by the addition of a number of new 
members, the present membership in- 
cluding practically all of the promin- 
ent growers and shippers of the state. 
The stability of the citrus industry, 
which represents an investment of 
$175,000,000, and on which at least 
150,000 people depend for a livelihood, 
has been reared on the ability of the 
growers 
and 
shippers to meet and 


solve their common problems collec- 
tively. 


If approached by the individual, as 


the problems of agriculture are gen- 
erally attacked, the condition of the 
citrus industry would be chaotic. The 
league is the medium through which 
the public policy questions that affect 
the entire industry may be handled.
